Prince Edward Island was a scant 
two miles of being cut in two by the 
Hillsboro river and the inlet on the) 
north side.

The Cartier has been td 
since 1910 in surveying Maritime 
provinces and Gulf of St. Lawrence 
waters. It has just been laid up for 
the winter at Charlottetown after 
sounding an area of 12,600 square 
miles bounded by the northern tip of 
Cape Breton Island, Newfoundland, 
Anticosti and Prince Edward Island. 

The ever changing coastline makes 
constant vigilance necessary in order 
to preserve the safety of sea-lanes. 
The Cartier is a quasi policeman 
searching for upthrusts of rock, 
arch-enemy of liners. 

In the chart-room of this 700-ton 
government survey ship is the magic 
eye that penetrates fathoms and 
automatically takes photographs of 
the ocean bottom.

Fou see 
when schools of fish are dense 
enough they too return sound waves 
that are recorded by the sensitive 
apparatus,” 

Saline density. and low tempera- 
tures sometimes made the machine 
inaccurate when the experts had to 
recalculate the actual depth of 
water. In the Gulf of St. Lawrence, 
200 fathoms down, the water was 
below freezing, registering minus 
two and minus three degrees centi- 
grade. 

The Cartier's work was mostly a 
task of filling in the gaps in British 
admiralty charts, plotted as early as 
1812, Commander Leadman explain- 
ed.

Cattlemen complain the antelopes 
are eating grass needed for cattle 
and sheep, besides attacking hay 
stacks. One Wild Horse, Alta., 
rancher said it costs him the wages 
and keep of a man and the keep of 
three hounds in his efforts to drive 
the animals from his land where they 
eat his alfalfa, break into his hay 
stacks and steal the pasture of his 
cattle herds. 

Near Wild Horse, in southeastern 
Alberta, a herd of 1,000 antelope was 
reported, while other large herds 
were seen within a mile of Coalhurst, 
& mining town eight miles west of 
Lethbridge. 

Had not conservation measures 
been taken, it is doubtful whether 
any of these antelopes—the prong- 
horned antelopes—would have sur- 
vived. Protected in 1914 and 1915 
by establishment of sanctuaries in 
Wawaskey and Nemiscam national 
parks and rigid defence of the few 
herds which roamed the short-grass 
country in southeastern Alberta, their 
numbers have increased to thou- 
sands. 

Flesh of the animals is very de- 
lectable, which accounted for the 
protective measures taken.

One of the great troubles in the 
Canadian industry, however, was the 
lack of uniformity in production, he 
said.

Pioneers Honored 


Cairn Unveiled By Founder Of First 
Icelandic Settlement 

The dramatic history. of Icelandic 
pioneers who first landed on the 
shores of Lake Winnipeg in 1875, 
was fittingly marked 60 years after 
when a memorial was unveiled at 
Gimli, Man., by Captain Sigtryggir 
Jonason, first discoverer of the site of 
what is now Gimli. 

Jonason, approaching his 80th 
year, brought the first group of Ice- 
landic settlers to Gimli in 1875 from 
Moorhead, Minn., by way of Winni- 
peg. The party made the trip in 
scows constructed in Winnipeg, and 
sailed down the Red river and along 
the west shore of Lake Winnipeg to 
their new home. 

The cairn, built of local granite 
stone, has a 18-ton red granite 
boulder fixed to the top, symbolizing 
the lasting qualities of the early pion- 
eers. On the west side of the boul- 
der, engraved in Icelandic and Eng- 
lish, is the folowing inscription: ‘The 
first Icelandic settlers arrived here 
Oct. 21, 1875." The names of the 
various districts of the first settle- 
ment are carried on the reverse face 
of the cairn.

THE MESSAGE OF HAGGAI 


Golden text: I was glad when they 
said unto me, Let us go unto the 
house of the Lord. Psalm 122:1. 

Lesson: Ezra 3:1 to 6:22; Psalm 
84:1-12; Haggai, Chapters 1, 2; Ze- 
chariah 4:1-10. 

Devotional Reading: Psalm 122. 


Explanations And Comments 


Combating the Mental Attitude of 
the People, Haggai 1:1-6. This ad- 
dress of the prophet Haggai was 
made to Zerubbabel, the governor of 
what was now the Persian province 
of Judah, and to Joshua, the high 
priest, in the sixth month, in the first 
day of the month, in the second year 
of Darius the Persian king, B.C. 520. 

“It is not the time. for us to come, 
the time for Jehovah’s house to ‘be 
built,”” the disheartened people were 
saying, but Haggai was sure that it 
was the time God would have them 
build. They were waiting: for the 
right time, the psychic moment, as it 
were, to build, but they had not wait- 
ed for the time to build their own 
houses, the prophet reminded them. 
Some of them had built exceptionally 
fine houses, panelled with costly 
cedar, but the site of the house of 
Jehovah was still lying waste, al- 
though they had now been living for 
15 years in Jerusalem. The trouble 
was that they lacked the desire, and 
Haggai used forcible words to arouse 
their desire. If they really desired 
the temple, they would build it. 

The people had sown much and 
brought in little. A drought had been 
upon the land, withering everything 
(verse 11); they had lacked food and 
drink enough to satisfy themselves, 
and clothes enough to keep them 
warm; and so low were the wages 
paid that it seemed as if the money 
was lost as soon as it came, as if it 
just dropped through holes in a bag. 
All this was true: what was the pro- 
phet’s remedy? He challenged their 
conscience. ‘Now, therefore, thus 
saith Jehovah of hosts, Consider your 
ways,” he twice repeats. Consider 
vhat you have been doing. All had 
been zealous avout building their own 
homes, and had given no thought to 
the house of Jehovah, verse 9. They 
had only themselves to blame. 

Ye looked for much, and, lo, it! 
came to little; and when ye brought 
it home, I did blow upon it. Why? 
said Jehovah of hosts. Because of 
my house that lieth waste, while ye 
run every man to his own house. 
Therefore for your sake the heavens 
withhold the dew, and the earth with- 
holdeth its fruit. 

The Result of Haggai’s Appeal, 
Haggai 1:12-15. Within three weeks 
the temple site presented a busy 
scene, for, inspirited by the prophet’s 
words, the governor and the priest 
and the people all began to work 
upon the temple building.

AIR MAIL ROUTES 
ACROSS CANADA 


Ottawa.—Aviation interests see in 
the conference to be held here to- 
wards the end of the month between 
representatives of the United King- 
dom, the Irish Free State, Northern 
Ireland and Canada, a presage of 
considerable development in commer- 
cial aviation fh this country. For 
some years after the war great 
strides were made in Canadian flying, 
but the era of administrative econ- 
omy that descended on the country 
five years ago called a halt to this 
progress. 

Flyers take the stand that to} 
establish a trans-Atlantic air ser- 
vice only would be an expensive and 
unfinished policy. In order that full 
benefits be derived from it, they de- 
clared, there must be a steady and 
progressive development in the trans- 
continental services in Canada itself.

Pass In Northern British Columbia 
Discovered As Ideal 

Vancouver.—A 100-mile-wide gap 
in Canada’s towering western moun- 
tain ranges was described as near 
perfect for a trans-Canada air route 
by Dr. Charles. Camsell, federal 
deputy minister of mines, told dele- 
gates of the western meeting of the 
Canadian Institute of Mining and 
Metallurgy. 

He discovered it during his recent 
aerial tour of northern British Colum- 
bia, southeastern Yukon and the re- 
gion from the Mackenzie district to 
the Arctic ocean. 

Far up in_ British Columbia's 
hinterland close to the borders of 
the Yukon and the Northwestern 
Territories, the Rocky Mountain 
range pinches out and between there 
and the start of the Mackenzie range 
is the gap which is the only wide 
opening of the Canadian cordillera, 
Dr. Camsell said. 

It offers far less hazardous flying 
conditions than any other gateway 
to the coast, he said, not only because 
of its width but because it has from 
1,000 to 1,700 feet less altitude than 


services operated from Rimouski to 
Montreal. There the United States 
lines were picked up and air travel- 
lers could cross the continent to 
Canadian points by using the United 
States lines from Albany to Grand 
Forks, N.D. 

Canadian services ran from there 
to Winnipeg, and westerly to the 
Rockies. 
travellers could fly from Montreal to 
Toronto and Detroit, picking up the 
U.S. Ines at that city. , 

Cutting down of, the government 
air mail, however, made the Cana- 
dian lines unremunerative and they 
were gradually dropped.

other mountain passes, and, in addi- 
tion is of a flat plateau nature with 
easily adaptable landing features. 

In addition to his important ex- 
ploration of hitherto unknown ter- 
ritory, Dr. Camsell exploded the myth 
of the so-called tropical valley in the 
Liard river district. 

“I’ve been there in winter and in 
summer and there certainly is. no 
indication of tropical climate or 
vegetation,” he said. ‘‘True, there are 
a@ number of hot springs, some of 
which do not freeze over in tempera- 
tures of 30 degrees below zero, but 
they. have no effect on the climate. 
They do affect the vegetation to a 
certain degree, however, and the 
grass grows as high as seven feet 


there is no ‘exclusively Canadian 
trans-continental service. 

Those interested in aviation expect 
that, should the Imperial Airways 
establish its trans-Atlantic service, 
the Canadian government will re- 
enter the field by establishing the old 
air mail routes. It is expected also 
that, instead of Canad‘ans being de- 
pendent on United States lines to 
cover the gap from Montreal to Win- 
nipeg, advantage will be taken of the 
work done in the past four years ‘to 
building landing fields north of the 
Great Lakes, There are now between 
80 and 100 emergency landing fields 
either completed or approaching com- 
pletion, thus creating a purely Cana- 
dian flying route from the Atlantic 
to the Pacific. 


Tales Of Heroism 


43 Persons Rescued From Shipwreck 
‘By Destroyer 

Manila.—How survivors sang on 
wave-lashed rocks to keep up their. 
spirits as they saw comrades die was 
told here when the destroyer Peary 
docked with 43 persons rescued from 
boiling seas where the freighter Sil- 
verhazel crashed. 

Tales of heroism and horror re- 
vealed one woman victim went insane 
before drowning and that the ves- 
sel's missing captain surrendered his 
life belt to'a crew member, then dis- 
appeared while trying to save his pet 
dog. 

Bodies of two of the disaster’s 
four victims were brought here by 
the destroyer. Practically all the sur- 
vivors were suffering from exposure 
or minor injuries and two crew mem- 
bers who contracted pneumonia were 
rushed to hospitals. 


The vessel, carrying five passen- 
gers and a crew of 49, crashed while 
en route here from San Francisco, 
but all survivors were rescued by 
rafts. 

On these, the survivors floated out 
to where rescuers from the Peary 
and the destroyer Bulmer could pick 
them up. 

Other survivors told how Capt. H. 
A. Lennard surrendered his life belt 
to an unprotected crew member as 
the last raft was ready to leave the 
rock for the rescue craft, 1,000 feet 
away. 

When all others.were aboard the 
raft, the captain tied his small dog 
around his neck and plunged into the 
water. He swam a short distance, 
but the dog’s weight apparently was 
too much, and both disappeared in the

Pilot Suffered Heart Attack But 
Stuck To Control 
Bakersfield, Calif—Captain Donald 
Buckman, 84, United States army 
pilot, won and lost an air dash 
against death when he safely landed 
three passengers at the airport here, 
only to collapse and die a few min- 
utes later. Flying from March field, 
Captain Buckman apparently was 
seized with a heart attack as he 
raced through the air. Sticking to 
the control, he brought the plane 
down witout mishap at Kern airport, 
and then disclosed to field attaches 
that he felt ill. He died 20 minutes 
later.

Wheat Crop Less 


Second Estimate Shows Production 
Lower Than Expected 

Ottawa.—The Dominion bureau of 
statistics estimated Canada’s 1935 
wheat crop at. 273,971,000 bushels, 
about 2,000,000 buhels less than that 
of 1934. 

The crop report! containing the 
second estimate of the wheat yield 
brought .production® down from a 
Sept. 11 estimate of 290,541,000 
bushels to place it slightly below the 
1934 yield while estimated yields of 
most other cereal crops were higher 
than those of last year. 

The report said the 1935 season 
was similar to that of 1934 in that 
threshing returns did not fully sub- 
stantiate first estimates of grain pro- 
duction. 

Oats at 416,369,000 were almost 
33,000,000 bushels less than in the 
Sept. 11 estimate but still well above 
the 1934 production of 321,120,000 
bushels. > 

The report said reduction in this 
year’s estimates was caused mainly 
by frost damage in Saskatchewan 
and Alberta. The bureau was forced 
to reduce the barley estimate by 
7,000,000 bushels while flaxseed and 
rye also came down as threshing re- 
turns failed to support previous com- 
putations. 


An Italian Reprisal 


Suppliers For London Perfumery 
Firm Withdraw Credit Facilities 
London.—An Italian action, be- 

lieved to be the first reprisal against 

Great Britain for imposition of 

League of Nations sanctions, was re- 

ported by the British press. a 
A London firm of, perfumery manu-

its suppliers in Italy, reporting its 
credit facilities there had been with- 
drawn.

THE NEW DUKE AND DUCHESS OF BUCCLEUCH 
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BRITISH GO 
TO ASK REFU 


Ottawa.—Opening the door to a 
volume of applications for refunds 
from importers of British goods, a 
judgment has been handed down by 
the exchequer court of Canada in a 
test case ruling the minister of na- 
tional revenue had no power to col- 
lect dumping duties on goods enter- 
ing Canada from Great Britain since 
Nov. 25, 1932, following the Canada- 
United Kingdom trade agreement. 

At that time the Customs Act was 
amended to exempt British goods 
from dumping duties under arbitra- 
tory valuations by the minister of 
natiorial revenue. However, arbi- 
tratory values continued to be levied. 


The case was that of Blaikie and 
Company, Toronto, importers of hats 
from Great Britain. Under the de- 
cision the refund that other importers 
might ask on the strength of the 
judgment would be considerable, al- 
though national revenue officials were 
not prepared to make an estimate. 

The decision confirms rulings of 
the tariff board more than a year ago 
in appeals of Thomas Bonar and Sons 
of Montreal, importers of jute twine 
from Shetland, and Blaikie and Com- 
pany that orders-in-council fixing 
arbitrary valuation of British imports 
coming in under the British prefer- 
ence were invalid. 


Food Supplies Available - 


Manitoba Farmers In Crop Failure 
Area Receive Help 

Winnipeg.—Food supplies to re- 
plenish lean larders in a triangular’ 
community affected by crop failure 
on the northwestern shores of Lake 
Winnipeg were ready for shipment 
last week. Relief officials were bus- 
ily engaged in a check with munici- 
pal officials to ascertain further 
needs. 

“The government of Manitoba 
would undertake that no person 
would go hungry,” Hon. W. R. Clubb, 
Manitoba minister of public works, 
told a deputation from the federal 
constituency of Selkirk. Municipal 
officials declared a large number of 
farmers were without enough to eat. 

The district affected includes the 
rural municipalities of Gimli, Bifrost, 
Armstrong, Eriksdale, Coldwell and 
Rockwood. Majority of the farmers 
cultivate small parcels of land to 
mixed farming. They grow only 
enough wheat to supply themselves 
with flour. 


Seek Further Loan 


Alberta Government Needs Funds 
For November Financing 

Edmonton.—Federal loan of $2, 
000,000 to carry the Alberta govern- 
ment until the end of November if 
the province's general application for 
financial assistance cannot be sub- 
mitted to Ottawa before the Do- 
minion-provincial conference on Dec. 
9, has been applied for, Premier 
Aberhart said, 

“We have made this proposal to 
Hon. C. A. Dunning, minister of 
finance There has been no reply 
yet,” said the premier, 

The Alberta government is anxious 
to have an earlier conference with 
the Dominion in order to submit its 
refinancing proposals, which also in- 
volve a refunding scheme. As the 
Ottawa conference was postponed, 
the province faces the problem of 
handling this month’s financing.

To Promote Highway Safety 


Ontario To Cope With Rising Tide Of 
Automobile Accidents 

To cope with the rising tide of 
deaths from automobile accidents in 
Ontario, Hon. T. B. McQuesten, min- 
ister of highways and acting at- 
torney-general, announced 12 con- 
stables had been added to the pro- 
vincial police force, most of them 
detailed to the highway traffic 
patrol. 

Provision for additional traffic 
police marked the fatest step in Mr. 
McQuesten’s campaign to promote 
highway safety. Possession of a 
driver’s license has been made the 
basis for enforcing the traffic laws, 
said the minister, and he listed two 
other features of his safety cam- 
paign—police inspection of motor 
vehicles and equipment and an ad- 
vertising campaign. 

Departmental records showed 202 
persons had been killed in automobile 
accidents during the first six months 
of this year, compared with 164 in 
the corresponding period of 1934. 
The June death toll was 44, an in- 
crease of 12 above the May total.

For Prison Reform 
Borstal System Is Recommended For 
Canada 


After studying in detail applica- 
tion and operation of the Borstal 
system in six English prisons, Gen- 
eral D. M. Ormond, superintendent 
of Canadian penitentiaries, has re- 
ported to.the Dominion government 
his opinion that similar training and 
treatment of youthful offenders ‘can 
and ought to be put into effect in 
Caanda. 

Hon. Hugh Guthrie, minister of 
justice; tabled General Ormond’s re- 
port in the House of Commons and 
declared the system may be made 
effective in Canada within 60 days. 
No legislation and no extra money 
vote would be necessary but there 
would be some staff additions and 
extra buildings needed. 

The Borstal system, forecast for 
Canada in the speech from the 
throne at parliament’s opening in 
January, “is a combination of men- 
tal, moral, physical and industrial 
training of a strenuous kind,” for 
convicts under the age of 21 years. 

Selected penitentiary inmates un- 
der the age of 21 would be housed 
separately and made the subject of 
this training with a view to correct- 
ing criminal instincts and preparing 
the youth for more useful effort on 
discharge.

Low Prices on Coarse Grains 


Regarding the low prices 
obtaining for coarse grains at 
this season, W F Broadstock, 
an enterprising farmer of the 
Winterburn district, has rnis 
to say, in a letter to the Ed- 
monton Journal of a recent 
issue : 


You have had many letters in 
your paper re the low price for 
eoarse grain, but none of your 
correspondents have mentioned 
the effect these low prices will 
have on next year’s] wheat acre- 
age. 

May I give you one instance, 
whieh doubtless could be duplica- 
ted many times. Last spring, when 
extra No.2 CW barley wasaround 
50c a bu, a certain farmer-decided 
to cut his wheat acreageand grow 
more coarse grains (which, as yeu 
may remember, was the advice 
being broadcast at that time). He 
purchased seed for 80 acres at a 
cost. of $75, With a normal.sea 
son, he had the expectation of 
expectation of threshing 2500 or 
3000 bu., and if the price stayed 
fairly steady, of receiving $1200 
to $1500 for his barley crop. The 
August frost cut his yield to 1200 
bu., thréshing machine meagure, 
but as none of the barley weighed 
48 pounds to the measured bushel 
he has a bare 1000 bu. by wejght, 
whioh grades No.5. The bil) for 
threshing this barley. was $60, At 
prevailing street prices his barley 
is worth about $125, or $10 less 
than it took to furnish the seed 
and thresh the crop, Next year 
this man, with many others, will 
have a large incrcase in his wheat 
acreage,'aud perhaps will be gues 
sing wrong again. Yea, duringthe 
last 6 years, farming has become 
& guessing competition, and most 
of us, unfortunately, guess wrong, 
because there is no stability in 
prices, except when they are rid- 
iculously low, . 

Some solution should be found 
for such ruinous state of affairs, 
and a successful solution can only 
be brought about. by Gover:men- 
tal regulation.
